One of tho most powerful ami vivid 
descriptive portions of the book of 
Genesis is that de- ©ted to tile wonder 
ftil story of tin* deluge. 
Together with 
the accounts of Adam’s fit ll, tho s la y ­ 
ing of Abel find the turning of Lot’s 
wife into a pillar of snit, every one 
remembers from childhood how Noah 
was warned of tin* doom impending 
over the children of men and how Ii** 
constructed a huge .'irk In which he did 
live, himself and his family and two 
of every beast of th** field aud fowl of 
the air, for th** space of IOO days, or 
until the waters subsided find th** dry 
land appeared. But the Biblical recital 
of this terrible visitation of divine 
wmtii is by no means the only one. 
In fact, the most skeptically inclined 
m ust b elieve that something of the sort 
actually occurred long ago, for It has 
}>een perpetuated not only In tin* Tal­ 
mud and Koran, but in tile legends of 
almost every nation find race that ever 
lived on th** face of the earth, including 
the Chinese, the ancient Aztecs of 
Mexico* the Indian tribes of North and 
South America and even the savages 
of Africa. 
Tin? story, of course, varies material­ 
ly in the multitudinous traditions, but 
th** gist of it remains substantially til** 
s a m e — namely, that the earth was once 
visited by a great hood in which nearly 
every living thing was overwhelmed 
and lost. Thus in til** Koran we read 
th at Noah constructed the ark with 
divine assistance and was roiled at for 
blH pains by th** wi ked. When the 
time proser!lied for th** punishment of 
mankind arrived, wa tor Was icon to 
flow from the burning oven of Noah* 
wife, arni Immediately all the veins 
and arteries of tile earth broke and 
Spurted out water. 
Noah was then admonished in these 
words: ‘‘Take and bring into the ark 
two couples of every kind of animal, 
male and female, with all your family, 
except him who has been condemned 
by your mouth, and receive the faith­ 
ful and even the unbelieving, hut few 
only will enter.” The Koran also says 
that the ark was built in two years 
and that it contained three stories, tin* 
upper one for tin* birds, tho middle one 
for tlio mon and tho provisions and the 
hold for tho boasts. Canaan, th** son 
of Ham, refused to la* saved. There­ 
fore Noah cursed him, and his posteri­ 
ty became black and were enslaved. 
Tho Persians assort that Ham incurred 
ids father's malediction as well. When 
six months had passed the ark rested 
on til** top of Mount DJondi (Ararat), 
after having made tho circuit of the 
w orld. Tabari says that two sorts of 
animals loft th** ark which had not en­ 
tered it tho pig and the cat. Concern­ 
ing th** latter we have this interesting 
pie**** of information: W hen th.** rats bo­ 
gan to make trouble the voyagers com- 
plained to Noah.

Sad as this condition is, there seems 
to be no remedy for it. The sources of 
a city w ater supply are few and th** 
cit}’ government easily controls tile 
conditions affecting it. But what can 
be done when the sourees of supply 
are numbered by tin* thousands? A 
mint of money and an army of chem­ 
ists would not bt* sufficient to give the 
same care to the country supply that is 
given to that of th** city.—New York 
Herald.

Every year the lift* of a miner In the 
high mountain region s Is menaced by 
the avalanche or snowslide, and every 
year brings Its list of casualties and 
of hairbreadth escapes. The story of 
snowshoes would till a book and would 
be a thrilling, tragic and in some cases 
a grewsome one. 
Men have ridden hundreds of feet on 
the back of a snowslide and have es­ 
caped unhurt. Others have been caught 
and buried so deep arid in such uncer­ 
tain spots that their bodies have not 
been discovered until the melting of 
the snow in th** following spring. 
Some have been caught as they were 
walking, but a few steps from the 
boarding house to the mine, or while 
emptying a car on til** mine dump. Net 
infrequently men have found them­ 
selves temporarily Imprisoned by the 
entrance of the mine boing closed by 
a slide while they were at work and 
have had to dig their way out. 
A Chinese cook at one of the Idaho 
m in e s stepped outside his kitchen door 
for a moment and was caught and 
hurled with the slid** 1 , 0 0 0 feet down 
the hillside and his body was not re­ 
covered till the following spring. 
Such incidents denote the extreme 
suddenness, power and velocity of the 
slide. Little or no warning is given, a 
roar, a cloud of snow obscuring the 
sight of the real slide, and in a mo­

of

snow, 
mingled with trees and debris, are shot 
down th** gulch or the slope of a moun­ 
tain as from tho mouth of a cannon.

Gorman interrupted, laying his hand 
on tile angry Rhode Islander's shoulder.

I often made 
the same mistake myself.

“You often made the same mistake!” 
echoed Senator Aldrich. 
“Often,”

Gorman 
replied. 
“Don’t you know that I first entered 
the senate as a page nearly fifty years 
ago? 
I have never forgotten those 
days. 
You have no Idea what a hard 
time a page has with a half dozen sen­ 
ators culling him at the same time and 
all of them In a hurry. 
Ile is bound 
to make mistakes. 
If I bad Been dis­ 
missed for a little delay In delivering 
a card I should not probably be In the 
senate today.” 


Senate employees speak In the w arm ­ 
est terms of Mr. Gorman’s constant 
kindliness toward them, says a W ash­ 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Post. 
Having started his career at the 
capitol as a senate page and having 
served In I860 as a senate postmaster, 
he had many feelings in common with 
those who in later years have served 
In those positions after he had become 
a senator. 
This incident was recently told by a 
senate employee who first knew Mr. 
Gorman four decades ago: 
“ It was forty years ago today that I 
began my duties at the senate. 
Gor­ 
man was then tho postmaster and 
learned that letters which came to me 
with unfailing regularity were from 
my sweetheart. 
After that he always 
brought those letters to me himself, 
with some personal comment. 
In later 
years he often referred to his share In 
making ray life happy. 
Ile never for­ 
got the men he had known In his early 
struggles to reach the top of the lad­ 
der.”

fied the statement by saying that ho 
was

speaking

personal 
knowledge, but was quoting from an 
article in the Superior Evening Tele­ 
gram of May 2, 1903, written by ll. C. 
Stivers, and had never verified tho 
figures by an examination of the rec­ 
ords, although such records are open 
to inspection at all times. 
In a personal letter to the writer 
Stivers stated that the basis of his 
article in the Superior Evening Tele­ 
gram was sumo figures compiled by 
F. IT. Crumpton of Superior, and which 
wore used by him (Stivers) without 
verifying them iii detail, 
It appears, 
therefore, that the basis of all these 
figures is the compilation made by 
Frank R. Crumpton of Superior, who 
has lately again gone into tho matter, 
and is now satisfied that his original 
figures were incorrect, and has made 
an affidavit, retracting all ot bls for­ 
mer 
figures, said 
affidavit 
in sub­ 
stance being as follows: 
That ho is 
the same 
Frank IL 
Crumpton who, at the sessions of the 
Wisconsin legislature in the winter 
of 1902-3, used in argumenta and con­ 
versations with members of the Wis­ 
consin legislature and in private cor­ 
respondence the statement that dur­ 
ing tho ten years from Sept. I, 1892, 
to Sept. I, 1902, 26,014,000 
bushels 
more of wheat had been reported as 
shipped or manufactured into flour, 
from Duluth and Superior, than had 
been received, and 
that this state­ 
ment was made in support of a bill 
then pending before 
the Wisconsin 
legislature providing for tho establish­ 
ment of 
Wisconsin inspection, and 
that so far as he knows he is the only 
person who ever made or used, or 
testified to such a shortage of grain. 
That since that time said Crumpton 
has examined into the matter more 
carefully and has made use of all 
available statistics of the grain move­ 
ment, through the port of Duluth-Su­ 
perior and now knows that the orig­ 
inal computation made by him was 
not a true or correct statement. 
That 
tile error in his original computation 
was due partly to a clerical error by 
himself, partly to not having taken 
note to the grain in store at the be­ 
ginning and end of the period men­ 
tioned. and largely to the fact that 
during the first three years of the 
period mentioned fie failed to account 
for 30,686,600 bushels of wheat re­ 
ceived directly by the mills and not 
included in tho official figures of re­ 
ceipts, but he did figure the flour 
mad* from this wheat into his total 
shipments. 
Ile made a further error, 
against his own theory of an excess of 
shipments over receipts, by failing to 
take into account tin1 dockage on 224, 
OOO,OOu bushels of wheat, amounting 
to 1,671,000 bushels, which almost ex­ 
actly accounts for the d iff en ace be­ 
tween liis two principal errors, above 
not ■ ■ d.

The classical department of H arvard 
ani versify will produce iii the Stadium 
at Cambridge, Mass., on June IO and 
IU, the ”Agamemnon” of .Eschylus, one 
of th** greatest of the ancient trage­ 
dies, says the New York Lost. 
The 
piny will be given out of doors as it 
was at Athens In tile year 458 I*. C., 
when it was originally produced as one 
of a series of three connected trage­ 
dies which together won the first prize 
In the dramatic contest. 
The stage 
scenery, costumes and all the other ac­ 
cessories will be accurate reproduc­ 
tions of what the Greek spectators 
saw almost 2.400 years ago, and every­ 
thing that the research and learning 
of Harvard university could suggest 
has been done to make the perform­ 
ances correct iii every detail. 
Just twenty-five years ago, iii May, 
1881, the teachers and students iii tile 
classical departm ent of Harvard gave 
in Sanders’ theater the “(Edipus Tyran- 
nus” of Sophocles. 
That production 
was the first of the kind in the United 
States, and it excited widespread in­ 
terest not only in this country, hut in 
Europe. 
The role of (Edipus was tak ­ 
en by George Kiddie, who was then the 
instructor iii elocution in the college. In 
j ISIG a performance of the “ Phormlo” 
of Terence was given iii Latin in 
I Sanders’ theater, ami iii m o i members 
of tile classical club gave a spirited 
reproduction of the extravaganza of 
the obi comedy in selected scenes from 
Aristophanes* ‘‘Birds.’* Iii lt*M2 a con­ 
siderable portion of Euripides’ "Iplii- 
genla Among the Tauriuns” was ren­ 
dered by students of KadcliiTe college. 
lteliearsals 
for 
the 
"Agamemnon” 
have been going on since the beginning 
of the current college year. The entire 
classical departm ent at Harvard uni­ 
versity has joined in the work, but the 
general committee in charge consists 
of Prof* ssors Herbert Weir Smyth, 
Charles Burton Guliek and William 
Fenwick Harris. A special libretto of 
Hit* play, giving both the Greek text 
and the English translation, has been 
prepared by Professor W. W. Good­ 
will, who has for many years made a 
special study of the "Agamemnon.” The 
music for the performance has been 
composed by John Ellerton Lodge, a 
son of Senator Henry Cabot Lodge. It 
seems certain from the rather defec­ 
tive knowledge of ancient Greek music 
that all the choral odes were sung in 
unison. This style of composition has 
been retained to some extent, but iii 
order to avoid the monotony of unva­ 
ried unison singing Mr. Lodge has a r­ 
ranged tie* formal choral stasima iii 
harmony. The music is designedly sim­ 
ple iii order to suggest an original ac­ 
companiment quite subordinate to the 
words of the poet. Iii the Instrumental 
accompaniment instead of the single 
flute or harp which were usual iii an­ 
cient times there will be three clarinets 
and one bassoon. A dummy flute play­ 
er also will appear from time to time 
aud pretend to accompany the chorus. 
Besides the chorals there will be a vo­ 
cal duet between Clytaeninestra and 
the leader of the chorus. The chorus is 
composed of members of tile Univer­ 
sity Glee club. They have been trained 
by B. G. Willard, instructor iii public 
speaking. Mr. W illard and George Kid­ 
dle, assisted by A. S. Hills, instructor 
In public speaking, have coached the 
principals. 
The spectators of the play will Is* 
seated iii the curve of the Stadium. 
Fronting them will be a simple struc­ 
ture representing the palace at Argos 
occupied by Queen Clytaeninestra dur­ 
ing tile absence of the king at Troy. 
This palace will serve also as a sound­ 
ing board. The back scene will be of 
moderate height, and Its temporary 
character will recall the primitive At­ 
tic drama. Iii a circular space in front, 
about sixty-five feet In diameter, the 
chorus aud actors, standing on the nat 
ural earth, will perform their parts. In 
the center of this circle xviii be erected 
tile thymelie, or altar of Dionysos, un­ 
der which—-not near which, as iii an­ 
cient times the musicians and 
tie* 
prompter (a personage unknown to tile 
Greeks) will be stationed. 
11)0 costumes are elaborate. 
The 
queen, Clytaeninestra, appears in pur­ 
ple and gold, Agamemnon in the pano­ 
ply of a Greek general. 
In his train 
follow Cassandra and other Trojan 
captives, I Kith men and women, wear 
lug oriental 
dress, 
which 
contrasts 
sharply with tin* simple costume of the 
Greeks. The old men of Argos, w in 
make up tile chorus, are In stately 
robes of white and subdued colors. 
The properties are equally costly and 
Varied. 
They Include sacrificial yes 
Bels, wands, wreaths, helmets, spears 
and shields, all specially prepared after 
designs based on Greek vase paintings 
of the best period. Finally there un* 
two chariots constructed on the basis 
of the rather meager evidence concern­ 
ing practical details which the ancient 
monuments, especially the frieze of the 
Parthenon, 
furnish. 
These 
chariot? 
will be draw n by small cream colored 
Norwegian liorsey with hogged manes 
These animals, which closely resemble 
those used by tile Greeks, will be pro 
vlded by W arren Delano, Jr., of New 
York, a H arvard graduate, who broods 
them. They have U>eu trained to th 
yoke. The cnre and attention given to 
these details indicate tho accuracy of 
the whole production.
